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ABSTRACT 

m The World Bank, a specialised agency of the United 
Nations, is devoted to promoting the economic development of its 
member nations. Its photo library, with a collection of nearly 25,0 
black-and*irhite photographs and color slides, serves as a resource 
center for various activities of the Bank and other organizations • 
Intended as a baq>kground document for decision-making , this report 
analyzes classification and organization schemes which could be use 
in this special type of library. A proposed classification, indexin 
and rettieval system is presented, with attention given to captioni 
and computer and micrographic applications. A scheme for storage, 
filing, organization, and circulation of slides ;is also outlined.' 
Appendixes include a proposed time frame for the project, a subject 
heading code, and a list of readings for professional growth.

The repoirt is organized around: (1) Background Statement; 
(2) Classification > Indexing, and Retrieval System; (3) Organization 
and Circulation of Visual Materials;- and (4) Conclusion and Summary; 
alon^ with appendices on the sources of supplies and equipments, a select 
listing of literature on professional growth and development*, etc., until'

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to three years, creating a/pressing, demand foryan additional person. 

Eventually when, the collect ioli ^^d responsibilities increase, 
patticujarly'^wh^ the slides grow beyond 5Q,000 iteifls, the institution 
.11 h/ave no choice but recognize the need to entrust the operation to 
one who has graduate training and pd^^- or pre-professional ex^rience 
or exposure* in audio-visual materialsi particularly in slid^ ^curator- 
ship /librarianShip to be able to understand and handle tl>^ job in terms 
of relating the Photo Library to-^the broad functions ot the institution 
and knowled^^^o^ basic principles and practices of. slide cur^torship in 
particular, and audio-visual media in general against the disciplinary 
background of information and literary services. Practice of slide 
librarianship/curatorship does not lend itself to an extension of routine 
skills and to which a person^ over a period of time, can rise, based on 
one's proficiency in given t^ks; pfeither does theTperformance of

established and routinized operations lead, in all cases, up to being 
able to run an operation professionally, both in style and^isi!i^stance 
(unless one is aided by a ^stematic program of continuing education 
for professional grov^h and development to gain theoretical base and 
intellectual foun^tio^s of the discipline). Such a person should be 
able to completi^dnt prqductively and meaningfully the technical staff that 
constitute this Division, in addition to being able ^to substitute, on 
occasions, and cover the gaps or absences of others as and when they be- 
come necessary and inevitable. 

The report is designed to provide decision-making information, 
either for the Division alon^ or in cooperation with a short-term 
consUl^^t to be Appointed, or a senior librarian on the Bank's staff *

workable indexing systiem for the slide collection. Secondarily, it 
limits its response to subsequent suggestions made at thd indoctrination 
session on Divisional and Departmental activities in terms of peraonnel 
^and their responsibilities with Noone and orientation and problem- 
identifying session with the rest of the Divisional Staff, to reviewing 
the prevalent practices in the areas of organization and circulation 
of visual materials; library administration, education for slide 
librarianship/curatorfihip , etc.

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STATEMENT ON THE SLIDE COLLECTION IN THE CONTEXT 



OF THE INSTITUTION 



To articulate the problem is to state the situation in which 
it has its origin. 

The World Bank, a specialized agency bf the United Nations, 

'/ 

is Che oldest and largest international organization, devoted to 
promoting the economic development of it^ member nations, now nuirbering 
126 .countries, by financing productive projects in public and private 
sectors, and, thus, furtherijtig economic growth and development. 

Established in 1944, firsf to help finance reconstxruction work 

t 

of war-devastated countries in Europe, the Bank adapted itself to a 
chan^ng world, and is now concentrating its efforts mostly in its 
lesser developed member countries. Its operations -are quite diverse 
and extend to suph economic sectors as electric power, transportation, 
telecommunication, agriculture, industry, water/suppXy , education, 
population, tourism, environmental control, urbanization , -and general 
development, including technical assistance in developing projects in 
those "area&x ^ 
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Bank's Information and Public Affairs Department, of which 
the PhotxT Library is a part under the Audio Visual Division, is responsibl 
rfor carrying out the informational objectives of the Bank.

The Photo Library serves as a resource center for various 
activities o£ the Bank, in preserving, organizing and making avairaj^li^ 
photographs, slides and related documentation for various infotmatipnal 
and publishing needs *of the Bank itself, as well as, other international 
organizations and usei^s, such as journalists, publishers and editors, 
authors and teachers, television producers and professional picture 
researchers. The collection, comprising nearly 25,000 items of black-and- 
white photographs and color slides, hfj^eHjeen developed over the years from 
the pictures taken on various occasions such as signing of loons, meetings 
of the Board of Governors, visits of ^foreign dignitaries, as well as, 
those of development projects and operations financed by th6 Bank. , The 
larger segments, however, are the reisult of features planned and produced 
by the Bank itself. ^

As a measure of economy and efficiency, various 
segments or various information subsystems in 
the network of document ai^d' communication* 
centers and library and information resources. 
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reference and research services of a large 
organization should be so devised '^Hs to share 
in and draw upon existing files and effprts 
and prove capable of yielding to a larger design, 
should such a unified information system ever 
be c|(^ncei|red and implemented, whose significance, 
and importance need hajrdly be stressed.

There are no rules or guidelines to proxrLde authentic desdrip- 

tion to the images, but apr attempt should always be made to capture'and

he has decided to take the picture, needs to be related to the caption, 
of each given slide.

Terms (1 English edition, 1972?) developed by the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development. It is designed to process infor- 
mation and documentary activities and analyses concerning economic and social 
development, based on a commonly accepted vocabulary processing eguivalents 
in several languages and suited to the international exchange of develop- 
mental information, claimed to be satisfying the recommendations* of Sir 
Robert Jackson contained in A Study oq the Capacity of the United Nations 
Development System ^Geneva:, U.N., 1969). "Quite apart from possible use 
of the >t^^o thesaurus in order to pict|ure economic and social development as 
seen by international organization, it will be noted that its two primary 
aims are the display and retrieval or information." 

It should, however, be noted that Charles Olsen, Chief. Librarian 
of the Joint Bank-Fund Library, pointed out a couple of times that the 
Bank was not represented on the Committee. At any rate, due to obvious 
reason that it was established to meet the purpose and needs of an 
European organization and for its region, it certainly lacks strength in 
respect of ^developing economies, and in those cases, other sources should 
be consulted. They are Glossary of Selected Terms . . . of IMF and IBRD, 
an in-house authority list in card form developed by the Joint Library, and 
such others,' if existing elsewhere within the Bank, as well as. Library 
of Congress Subject Headings , also available with them.

If none of the established/authority lists fail to supply a 
suitable descriptor, terms used to meet particular needs should be main- 
tained with notation as to the process and manner in which a given term 
has been chosen so as to present readily available rationale for such a 
usage and to maintain consistency wheneve.r similar need should occur 
subsequently.

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INDEXING AND RETRIEVAL 



Indexing for our purposes is to provide in descriptive terms 

■ ^ 

(variously known as Concepts, thematic approaches, subject headings, 
descriptors., or what have you), whether in card form or compiuter printout, 
a systematic guide to slide collection and other visual represent at iqn 
based on authentic captions iof the visual contents rendered according to 
the established procedures, but interpreted in the context of institutional 
objectives and operations , programs and activities which guide, in the 
first place, their ^reat ion, and, in the second place, their intended and 

anticipated uses. ^ 

r • 

When organized, as the indexing is carried out, they become ^ 
amenable to additional approaches or searches, viz., by photographer, year, 
etc., particularly by computer manipulation of the data fed into it e^arlier. 

If indexing is done professionally, it yields maximum results or 
recall in response to user's needs. 

Multilith stencils can be typed of unit cards and ^reproduced by 
the Fund's Graphics Department. After cards are cut, punched, conjoined in 
sets, matched to unit work cards, headings or added entries can be typed. 
Then c^rds can be sorted by a library card sorter and alphabeti2:ed f^r 
different files, e«g., dictionary catalog, shelflist, etc.

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COMPUTER AND MICROGR/iPHIC APPLICATIONS 



There is wisdom in computer applications; in that, a great deal 
of saving in initial cost and subsequent maintenance will result in 
addition to gMining unanticipated retrieval approaches that are not \ 
possible if the sysb^ is one of the manual application. Maintenance of 
the following typical records in the slxde^'ollection can be achieved 
efficiently by machine applications:

EvetAually if the Bank yishes to make available both the 
captioning contents an^/the^ imag^s/tla its liaison and overseas resident

slide drawer cabinet (s); viaual display rack(s); card catalog or a place 

for the use of computer printout, as the case may be^ viewing facilities, etc. 

Practices of each slide 1 ibrary /Varies so much so that it is hardly worthwhile 

to engage in superficial review of any given situation.

Althougji the circulation of materials- of the-Pho.to Library is, , 
not anywhere in the order of ^nuseutps, galleries, or instructional depairtments, 
there r^eeds to be sbme control of the inater4als re;jnoved from the file, whether

of the Bank. 

If the whole cataloging or^indexLng work is going to be performed

I have your letter of June 5, 1975 asking about slide 
classification and computer applications to it. It was not 
, clear from your letter whether you have a copy of A Slide 
Classification System , the book we published in 1970 on the 
Santa Cruz apprpach to classifying slides. If you do not 
have it I think this would be a good place to start, for 
it has in addition to classification tables, a lengthy 
discussion of the philosophy of classifying picture images, 
y which hafe to be quite different from classifying verbal 
infQrmation. The book is .out of print but can be obtained 
through the E.R.I.C, as described on the enclosed c^rd. 

Another recent book which may be of help is Slide Libraries , 
by Betty Jo I;::Yine; Libraries Unlimited, .Tnc .; Littleton, 
Colorado^^^lr974. This book does not have detailed explanations 
of classification systems but offers information on equip- 
ment^ supplies', suppliers, organizational problems; etc. 

We. do not prdduce computer-printed labels for our slides. 
The labelling is all done by library staff on a mi rjyq^c^i "i^r^ 
typewriter . The computer application in use at Santa Cruz 
is limited to production of printed lists of our slides in 
the format shown on p. 13 of the enclosed pamphlet.

It was on the basis mainly of ^ your wprk and Betty Jo Irvine's Slide ^ 
Ll^&raries that I felt encouraged to undertake Vthe project, but it soon seemed V 
clear, as I kept expressing to Ms. Nancy DeLauWer, Departmenfr^jjfArt^a^ 
History^University of Missouri-Kansas City, Kaft^as City, Mfsiouri ""SATIO, and 
Ms. Maryellen LoPresti of Georgia Tech who adopted your^ classification system, 
that both were aimed at collections belonging tov art and* architecture depart-r 
ments of universities or colleges, museums, galleries, etc., whose development 
and approach are historical and whose purpose, 'among other things, is instruc- 
tional. As I described in my letter within the context of the Institution and 
the Division of which the Photo Library is a part, its collection is composed 
of pict(5rial documents representing the activities and programs, and tends to 
serve as a continuous pictorial record and visual resource center to support 
the informational and public affairs activities of the Bank. 

Theoretical attempts toward designing classification systems, even 
h^ith practical objectives in mind, tend to claim known and knowable knowledge, 
and such efforts for universality and generalizability of classification schemes 
seem sound for academic collections where reception to such ideal/ theoretical 
systems aiming at universal coverage and encompassing all abstract and concrete 
knowledge and facilities and resources exist for these to flourish, but somewhat 
Lnpractical and uneconomical for collections serving the specialized institutional 
leeds, whose skills and costs in measures academip institutions can afford to 
3ponsor, cannot.be justified. 

Approaches to organizing the collection should, therefore, be as varied 
IS the types of collections and institutions of which they are part. The dominant 
)rihciple then is workability rather than the universality or generalizability. 
[ntellectual foundations upon which a system may be built is one thing; its appli- 
cability to specialized needs is another. Needs and users, nature and type of 
:ollection should be as much a part of the foundations as the intellectual principles 
ipon which the classification systems should rest.
